The ease with whioh the Financial Minister
of France recently ralsed & large snm at a low
rate of interest, and the faot that the offers far
exceeded the smonnt required, farnish a text
for Democratic dizquisitions on the cost fn-
onrred by our Government for similar acoom-
modations. If & despotic government in En
rope, which may any day be shaken by a
mvniminnary outbreak, may obtaino all the
money it peeds on the moat favorable terms,
why may not the Lipited States Uovernment
do the same 7 This is the form into whioh the
question is thrown, and the answer is inva-
riably adverse to the oredit and interesis of
this conunlry.

Now, it is this system of warfare which Ia,
in no #mall degree, the canse of the diflivulties
that impede the reduction in the interest on
our pational securities, There is mo valid
reagon why, within a comparatively brief
period after the resumption of specia pay-
wments, our Government may not expeot to
negotiate a five per cent. loan, to take the
place of the gix per cent. bonds at present in
the market. The resources of the conntry,
its marvellous growth, and the greatness of
its future are all inits favor. No  national
debt in the world rests upon a fonndation so
golid as onrs, estimating it simply in relation
to the paying capacity of the Hepublio as
compsred with that of soy Old World mon-
archy. On the other hand, no govermment
in Europe is exposed to the systematic de-
traction and enmity which meet ours at every
turn,

The Trench Government, for example, has
its opponents, able and energetio. Its fnsu-
oial management is the theme of searching
eriticlem. Its enormous expenditures are
avalyzed continually, and in a spirit uofavor-
able to the judgment of its fanctionaries.
There, however, the opposition rests. While
assalling the Government, it sacredly respeocta
the public credit. Repudiation is neither ad-
vocated nor predicted. The Government
faith is not assailed, nor ia doubt casl upon
the value of its securities. The opponsuts of
Napoleon do not try to make gumsau capital
at the expense of the honor and welfare of the
natiﬂuo

Our opposition pursnes a widely differant
course. During the war the Demsorats did
all thiat was poseible to Impair counlldence in
the oredit of the Governwent, and they have
stead/astly adhered to the same polioy sginow,
They contributed moere than all else to the
embarrasgments which beset the Government,
They assailed its currevcy and its bouds.
They impugned the constitutionality of action
from which the vational credit could not be
geparated. The depreviation of greenbaoks,
and the contequent dearness of the loans,
were in good part the result of the Democratic
oppotition, conducted as it was in the interast
of the Rebellion, and in hostility to the fiuan-
oial measures which its exigencies necessi-
tated. Nor bave these tactics been changed,
They appeared in the Presidential election,
when the party openly identified itself with
repudiation. Politicians who contributed to
our flusncial difiionities have, therefore, no
right to complain of a high rate of interest or
of other burdens bLorne by the Government.
They exerted themeelves to render mora favo-
rable loans impossilile, asthey now exert them-
gelves Lo prevenl the substitution of easier
terms.

Mr. McCulloch’s attempt to discredit the
reenbacks at the very time when the consti-
utionality of their i2sue engages the attention

of the Snpreme Conrt, and Mr. Johnson's
appeal to the fears of the bondholders as a
get-ofl to the policy marked out for the Repnb.
lican party by the recent election, are ciroum-
stances which have no intelligible meaning
except a3 moves in the Democratic gams.
I'he country has declared that the contraot en-
tered into with its creditors shall .be fulfilled
according to its spirit, and has assigued to
Comgress the duty of perfecting menasures
which depend for their eflicacy upon the
creditors themselves, To accomplish this pur-
pose, it is egsential that the last lingering sus-
picicns be dispelled, and that the credit of the
Government be established at home and
abroad. The Democrats, however, desire to
frustrate this polioy, if possible, and the Presi-
dent aud his Becretary of the Treasury, each
in his way, come forward to help them.

And the Democratic joarnals indorse their
efforts, not, indeed, *withont some qualifloa-
tiops, and perhaps some exceptions, but
generally in & manner that indicates how well
the thipg s understood. While sometimes
deprecating Mr, MoCulloch's attack npon the
greenbacks, they are agresd that Lis opinions
are correct; and while confessing that the
President’s proposition amounts to *“‘repudia-
tion, pure and elmple,” they uniformly sng-

olicy of funding ! The obvions falsity of tha

atter agsertion renders it harmless, but the
gpirit that prompts it is evidence of the closs
relatiouship that suill exists between the
organs of Democratic opinion and the schews
of robbery of which My, Johuson is the latest
iliﬁ!‘i}l!l .

We suggest, then, that the Demoerats with-
hold their erocodile tears when the heavy ex
penditure en account of interest Is wmentioned,
and that before complaining of Repnblican
mapsgvment of the debt, they abandon the
intrigues with which they now assail the pa-
tion's credit.

Onr waste-basket overflows
daily with projects for paying off the national
debt without taxing avy one, or for maklng
the country rich bevond the wildest dreawas of
avarice by doabling itswmount and never pay-
ing it, Youm may soare up on any carb-stone
in Wall street a lame duck who wants to sell
for a million er s» a plan—ne, ‘‘scheme’ is
the word—for makiog every‘lmr:iy great, glori-
ons, and happy, through some mysterions
wave of the magic wand of lopance. Yel no
one wounld think of giviag over ten cents for
our “schems,’’ simply becaunse it is so old-
farhioned, 8o downright, and makes wo drafts
whatever on the imaginstion. Its outlines are

1. Collect more revemue and spend a good
deal less. Hmploy the sarplug, so fast as
realized, in ipsylng off debt.

the utmost ymercy that Disraeli can expect
from him will be a reproduction of Grant's
faruous Order No, 11, expelling all Jews with
their familles from the realm withino twenly-
four bours. Believing, with l'arton, that the
drivking of beer led directly to the British re.
coguition of the Southern R-bels as bellige-
rents, he will demand the pazsage of au aut of
Parlisment making It felony to drink beer,
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and death wilhont beueflt, of clevgy to braw
beer, before he will consent to open negotia-
tiond on any snbject with Ler Majosty’s Minis-
turs.

The defection of General
Dumonries, the defeat of the revolutionary
army at Neerwinden, the long series ol re-
verses which followed, onlminating 1o the sue-
render of Valenolenues to the Dake of York,
the nopleasantness which resulted from the
attempt of the Friends of Homanity in Frauce
to clotke “French citizens of Afrivcan descent’’
in Hayti with political privilegas—all thesa
thinga ghook the faith of a fivkle populace,
and Citizen Genet snbaided from the public
eye luto the calm of connubial life, We do
not chose to anticipate a like termination to
the eflorts of Greeley as the evangelist of Kng-
land, vor will we dwell even for a moment
upon g0 gloomy a possibility. By all meaus
let the radieals gend him abroad. Whataver
mitchief Reverdy Johnson Thay lave done,
Horace Greeley is the man of man promptly
to ando. The Radicals hold that Mr. John-
gon hias eaten more dinners with decent people
than he ought to have eaten. Not even
the Lord Mayor, we venture to say, will at-
tempt to dine Mr. Greeley twice. Mr. John-
gon, thay tell us, has degraded tha Republic
by “shaking hands"” with Me. Laird. We
ghould like to see Mr, Laird or any other such
man shaking hands with Horace Greeley !

gentatives of the people are in no gense ditfer-
ent to what tlisy would have been if no Reform
bill had been pasged. There have been, from
Beales to l!rmlllnugl-, somewhere sbout adozen
workingmen's candidates: bot, strange to say,
not & glogle workingman's candidate, pure and
simple, Lins been successiul at the polis. How
ig this ! What does it mean ! We can explain

{ it on no other principle than this—that werk-

ingmen bave no faith in demagogues. Itiasa
cnrions faot that in spite of the lond cry which
the workiog classes in all counutries raise for
reform, they are the most conservative of the
population, Not only have all the working-
men’s candidates been rejected, but Mr. Bright,
of the three Birmiogham members, polled the
amallest nuamber of voteg, and Mr. Gladstone
was defeated in his pelf-chogen section of Lau-~
cashire. On one ocomsion New York State
tried & workingmen'’s candidate, bnt the fel-
low proved 50 egregious a failure that the ex-
periment has never since beeu repeated. Itis
well that demagogism should bLe at a dis-
connt.
